Lieutenant Elliott, of the Fifth 


United States regular cavalry, was 
appointed by the government to mus 
ter In the First Texas 'Volunteer In 
fantiy of tbe state at Austin, Texas 
now known as the ranking regulars 
of'the ilrst division, first brigade of 
tie seventh army corps, with head 
quarters at Camp Cuba Libre, Jack 
sonville, Florida. 
Twelve 
of 
the 


picked Volunteer companies of 
the 


state were selected and mustered inte 
the United States service with full 
quota of :men, as the First Texas 
United States Volunteer Infantry on 
tbe twlefth day of May, 1898, which 
on tbe call of the president, beartily 
responded and were waiting at Austin 
ready to go to the front and sacrifice 
tbeir lives to uphold the honor of 
tbeir country. After mustering in 
the regiment left'Austin, Texas, May 
19th, 1898, for Mobile, Ala., and on 
June 22d again moved nearer the 
enemy by going to Miami, Florida. 
Later, on Augnst 8th, they were 
transferred to Gamp Fairn'eld, near 
Jacskonville, Florida. On October 
23d they were ordered to their pres- 
ent quarters, Savannah, Ga". 


The regiment as a whole is one ol 


the most efficient and best-drilled of 
the seventh corps—a regiment which 
will always give a good account oJ 
itself, should necessity ^require, and 
one that the United States govern- 
ment may feel proud of having in the 
service. 


Mr. Wilbelm joined the regimenl 


at Austin, Texas, and writes the fol- 
lowing incidents of bis camp life: 


Camp "Onward," 


Savannah, Ga., Dec. 19, '98. 


I have quite a number of times 


lately made up my mind to write, 
but each time have been undutifui 
enough to allow some other work or 
duty or inclination to prevent me 
from doing so, but tbis time I hope 
to be more successful and will try to 
answer all your letters at one blow. 
I sent borne on the 17th, by express, 
some pictures and three spoons, which 
you have probably received by tbi 
time. Tbe Savannah spoons 
are 


strictly military, as I thought that 
appropriate. 


I think the Co. H entertainment 


must have been entertaining. 
Tbe 


novel situations and ridiculous possi- 
bilities of a 'Day in Camp," as out- 
lined in tbe program, were no doubt 
made the most of, though on account 
of the deaths in tbe company I sup- 
pose the touch of pathos is not 
left 


out, 


I read the Times and all other 


papers which I have;received witb 
the greatest pleasure, looking over 
the advertisements, the wants, lost 
and found, judicial ^notices and per- 
sonal notices with equal interest. 
I 


flnd many hints in odd places of 
changed conditions which make-me 
realize more and more how farl have 
drifted 
away from home life and 


home people and how much of a 
stranger I am at any spot -on earth. 


The company have just gone out 


to listen to the reading of instruc- 
tions which are to be followed aboard 
ship. I will continue this letter, how- 
ever, and try to get a chance to read 
tnejnstructions afterwards. 
. You speak of wish ing to know what 
you might send me for Christmas, 
and suggest a cake, and that is the 
most appropriate, but hardly worth 
tue trouble and risk, as we will prob- 
ably be on the transport on Christ- 
mas. Anything to carry along would 
DC a burden, like the grass-hopper of 
holy writ. A Christmas present of 
any kind would be a new experience 
tor me, but certainly as pleasant as 
unusual. I spent last Christmas on 
™ocean, taking atrip from New 
lork to Portland, Maine, wishing to 
see a little of the 
New England 


states before going 
Soutb. 
From 


Portland I traveled to 'Boston on tbe 
steamer Portland, which waa lost in 


*• recent heavy storms on the

tic coast. We had

neve mat such a thing as having 
Tines closed in the day-time baa yet 
to happen, and that anybody and 
everybody can get a pass any day and 
every day if they'vfieb. Some of tbe 
officers of other regiments would not 
let their boys oft on furlough above 
tbe five per cent, which regulation 
allowed, while we have had, as high, 
as twenty per cent, of tne regiment 
on ^furlough at one time in Camp 
Cuba Libre. Our intercourse witb 
our officers is almost strictly.informal. 
We hardly ever salute under ordinary 
circumstances, as our officers 
are 


mostly competent 
men and . not 


afflicted with the .big bead, which is 
one of the most disagreeable of army 
diseases. 
We generally address our 


captain as "Uncle Dick," or-"Cap." 
The boys don't hesitate to pull him 
out of bed to borrow a dollar on oc- 
casion, la fact discipline is relaxed 
beycnd what is generally regarded as 
the danger point,, and yet the First 
Texas has never had a complaint 
lodged against-a member as a result 
of lack of restraint. We can hear auy 
nigbt shots fired by sentinels at 
parties running the line of other regi- 
ments. 
Any of our sentinels will let 


us through at nigbt if tbe officer of 
the day or guard is not around and 
there , is no ncise made. 
If . the 


weather is tbe least threatening 
when the boys fall in .for drill, 
the 


"recall" is sounded and..the soldiers 
run shouting to their quarters or off 
to town or on excursiouns to near-by 
points, while other brigades are drill- 
ing. I often shake hands witb my- 
self .over tbe'situation; Our colonel 
is as easy of approach as one of our 
mess-mates. 


We have bad for some time, except 


within the last few days, very bad 
weather—quite cold and rainy. Sev- 
eral mornings there was ice formed 
in . spots. 
many bad colds and sore-throats are 
common, but I have escaped without 


group oni the wharf. Kodaks were 
busily snapping back at them and 
Gen. Lee; was in constant demand 
and posed whenever asked very good 
natureo'ly. Excursion boats ran up 
and dawn the river'with big loads of 
sight-seers. The little powerful tugs 
which are always so interesting to 
watch, darted .here and there among 
the shipping. 


The band. on the dock 
played 


Dixie," "Yankee Doodle," "Bed, 


White and 'Blue,1' 
"Star-spangled 


Banner" and "Tbe 
Girl I Left Be- 


hind Me," and everybody was in good 
humor. On the vessels in the harbor 
long strings of flags spoke messages 
in the language of ;tlie international 
code. These flags were of indifferent 
shapes—some square, some triangu- 
lar, ;some rectangles, some, 
with 


notches in the end and of various 
colors, and in contrasting colors en 
them were designs—circles, crosses 
and other geometrical figures. No 
two were alike, and the number of 
them was not small. I wished I had 
some one at band to interpret them 
for me. I could imagine some signal- 
ing the remark of Leej "I,go, but I 
wiL return," and others wishing 
God-speed. On the main mast of the 
Panama flew her pennant"just above 
the signals, but above all, from the 
top of each mast, flew a flag convey- 
ing a message of the deepest meaning 
and perfectly, intelligible to every 
American.

banner, and long may it wave o'er

''dubbed" them megaphones, from' 
their shape. They are of sheet-iron,' 
about twenty inches in, diameter at' 
the base and twenty-six inches high,' 
tapering to a four-aud-one-balf inch j 
collar for a pipe, four joints of which 
came with each heater. 
In issuing 


the stoves they said one was to go to 
each three tents, so I claimed that 
having a double tent and a tailor 
tent we were entitled to a "stove. 
It 


went, so in twenty minutes we had a 
hole cut through the tailor ^tent and 
the pipe sticking out ready" for busi- 
ness, and when they came to protest 
against cutting the teats it was too 
late in our case and we were comfort- 
able. I claimed that our ^tents were 
condemned, anyhow, and if the tail- 
or shop was not I had made it easy to 
condemn, and that went, too.
